Power to the people 



Council-backed 
fuel deal popular

MORE people in the borough have 
signed up to the latest round of a 
groundbreaking scheme to cut their 
fuel hills than anywhere else in 
London. 

The news comes as the big energy 
companies are announcing price hikes way 
above the rate of inflation. 

The cost-saving scheme, called the 
Big London Energy Switch, has been 
enthusiastically supported by the council. 

The offer is part of the royal borough’s 
efforts to help vulnerable people on low 
incomes who can least afford higher bills. 
And it is offering one-to-one support to help 
them take advantage of the scheme. 

The Big London Energy Switch is a 
joint initiative run by local authorities in 
London. 

Extra input by the royal borough into 
the Big London Energy Switch has seen 
more local residents here than in any 
other London location being offered some 
protection against fuel poverty. 

The number of households signed up so 
far in the second round of the scheme has 
reached 1,120. This accounts for a fifth of 
all registrations across the capital. 

Working together, London boroughs can 
negotiate better deals because the high 
number of users gives them stronger 
buying power.

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Junction exit nightmare 


Parking makes coming 
out of drive dangerous 


RECENT letters regarding 
dangerous parking in Eltham 
has prompted me to write 
about the condition in North 
Park. 

Cars are so densely parked 
on both sides of the road 
that residents exiting their 
driveways have their sight 
lines seriously obscured. 

This, together with the 
excessive speed of the traffic, 
has endangered me three 
times recently. 

My cross-over has a white line 
marked by the council, to help 
me as a disabled resident. 
However, it is frequently 
ignored and partially 
obstructed. 

This has on occasion caused 
difficulty for ambulances 
coming in to collect me. 

I have suffered verbal abuse 
when I have pointed out 
to a driver why these lines 
are there. The response 
was “white lines are not 
mandatory, so it does not 
matter”. 

Most other roads in Eltham 
have marked bays prohibiting 
parking between 8am and 
11.30am. Applied in North 
Park this would, at least lessen 
the large number who arrive 
at 7.30am and stay until gone 
6pm. These folks are obviously 


not adding footfall to the local 
shops. I realise budgets are 
tight, but road safety measures 
need to be put in place before a 
life is damaged or lost. Single 
and double decker buses come 
up and down quite often, 
despite North Park not being 
a designated bus route except 
during the November High 
Street parade. 

How they manage to get round 
the keep left islands with 
cars parked so close without 
causing damage is a miracle. 

Miss BP Green, Eltham 
• WE are sorry that thoughtless 
motorists park across your drive 
despite the advisory road marking 
there. 

It is illegal to obstruct driveways 
and we will take enforcement 
action in response to specific 
requests. We appreciate that 
North Park is often heavily 
parked by motorists working or 
shopping in nearby Eltham High 
Street. 

Although we have no plans 
to introduce parking controls 
along North Park at this time 
the situation is under constant 
review. Anyone with concerns 
about illegal parking can raise 
them with the enforcement team 
by calling the council's Contact 
Centre on 020 8921 4339. 


I WOULD like to highlight a 
serious problem - getting out 
of Tewson Road. There is one 
way out for the Health Centre, 
Council Estate and Private 
Estate plus the residents of 
said road. 

Directly opposite are parking 
bays (in the Highway Code it 
still says do not park opposite 
a T junction) outside the Tesco 
Express Store. 

These bays have been in 
existence since before they 
took over the store and on 
many occasions we have 
tried to get the parking issue 
resolved, because people park 
on both sides at the end of 
Tewson Road, on yellow lines. 
The delivery lorries to 
Iceland and Co-op have great 
difficulties getting in and out 
of the road. 

There do not seem to be 
enough traffic wardens 
patrolling this area in an effort 
to sort out the situation. 

The lower end of Tewson is 
two way, to allow the delivery 


lorries access because the top 
of the road has too tight a 
bend to allow access. 

Red lines on both ends of 
Tewson Road and removal of 
the parking bays immediately 
opposite the lower end would 
make life a lot easier for those 
of us who have no option but 
to come out of the road there. 
The road is far too narrow to 
have two way traffic up the 
hill. People use the road as a 
car park when there is a car 
park on the high street next to 
the Red Lion Noodle Bar.

• A council spokesman said: "We 
are aware that drivers need to 
take extra care when turning out 
of Tewson Road. The junction is 
very busy with people visiting and 
delivering to the local shops. We 
are reviewing the parking controls 
and enforcement there. We 
recognise that we have to ensure 
that we maintain road safety at 
the same time as ensuring that 
shoppers can visit, and deliveries 
can reach, local businesses."

Sign sealed and delivered 

Mystery as 'Robin Hood' repairs and returns landmark

ROBIN HOOD, by legend, stole from 
the rich to give to the poor. 

Now, a modern day equivalent has taken 
down a tattered sign, restored it and 
returned it - leaving residents baffled as to 
their hero’s identity. 

The historic iron road sign went missing 
early in September from Eltham’s Progress 
Estate, having helped people find their 
way around for generations. 

Locals feared it had been unscrewed, 
stolen, and sold for scrap. 

But it has turned up again - in mysterious 
circumstances. Keith Billinghurst 
from the estate’s residents’ association 
explains: “Our doorbell rang several times 
at 10.10pm one evening. 

“We opened the front door but there was 
no one outside, just a bin liner. Inside was 
the old sign, together with a well-typed 
letter explaining what had happened. 

“The writer said he uses the footpath 
nearby and had noticed that the sign was 
hanging off its post and was being held on 
with just one remaining screw. 

“When he saw it the next time, it was 
lying on the ground. So he took it home 
and renovated it, giving it a good scrub 
and repainting the black lettering. 

“He said he then went on the lookout to 


find a piece of timber to make a backing 
plate. But then he saw the report in 
Greenwich Time that it had been stolen 
- and he got worried that he risked being 
branded a criminal. 

“So he decided to leave it on our doorstep 
in Arsenal Road in a sack, together with 
his letter. 

“I really haven’t any idea who is he is. If 
we are able to find out we’ll ask him to join 
the residents’ association. He’s our best 
answer to Robin Hood!” 

The sign is now in the Billinghursts’ 
back garden and waiting for the Highways 
department to put it back up. The heavy 
duty concrete posts that support it are 
still firmly in the ground, and Keith 
suggested that the sign should be riveted 
in permanently to prevent it being 
unscrewed again. 

The Progress Estate was built in 1915 
to house extra workers at the Woolwich 
Arsenal who were needed to manufacture 
armaments for the First World War. Keith 
believes the sign was installed when 
the first houses were built, or very soon 
afterwards.

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Full steam ahead for Abbey Wood's Crossrail link 



THE final hurdle has been crossed for the 
new Crossrail station at Abbey Wood - and 
now it's full steam ahead. 

The royal borough's planning committee 
gave it the go-ahead last month. 

Now, the council in the neighbouring 
borough of Bexley has rubber-stamped the 
plans. 

Both authorities needed to agree them 
because the building work straddles both 
councils' boundaries. 

The new station is now on course to open 
in 2017. It will be built above two new 
dedicated Crossrail tracks and those used 
by North Kent services. 

Meanwhile, passengers have lost 40 car 
parking spaces in the station car park, 
and it will close completely from Monday, 
November 18. 

There are plans to provide three 
replacement spaces for disabled people at 
the rear of the Abbey Arms pub, available 


to Blue Badge-holders who travel by 
Southeastern Trains. 

The existing station is due to be 
demolished and replaced by a temporary 
station by summer next year, which will be 
located in the current station car park. 

From 2018 there will be a train every five 
minutes during peak hours allowing people 
to travel right through the capital without 


having to change trains. The journey from 
Abbey Wood to Canary Wharf and Bond 
Street will be around 20 minutes quicker, 
and passengers travelling to Heathrow 
will be able to shave around 40 minutes off 
their journey. 

The number of passengers using the 
station is predicted to almost treble within 
the next 15 years. 


Tunnel apology 


A NEW contractor has been appointed 
to finish the refurbishment of the 
Greenwich and Woolwich foot tunnels - 
and the council has apologised to users 
for the delays. 

A complex series of works began 
on refurbishing the Edwardian 
tunnels, running under the River 
Thames, in April 2009. It was the first 
refurbishment since they were built. 

The project involves four sites, 
replacing all lifts, stairs, lighting, 
installing CCTV networks and a 
complete refurbishment running the 
length of both tunnels. 

The council’s cabinet is due to consider 
a report tomorrow (Wednesday) on the 
refurbishment project. 

It will note the findings of an 
independent report into the project and 
also the programme for completing the 
works which is now getting underway. 


A council spokesman said: “The 
royal borough recognises that 
there are lessons to be learned 
from this project and that is 
precisely what is happening 
through the recommendations 
of the independent expert 
and the production of this 
report, due to be considered 
by the council’s cabinet. 

“This has been a unique 
heritage project with a 
number of unforeseen 
complexities. The focus now 
is to complete the works 
in as short a time frame as 
possible. 

“We are pleased that a 
new contractor has now been 
appointed and that a programme of 
work to conclude the refurbishment is 
now underway.”

Two-year jail sentence for prison visitor drug smuggler 


A WAITER from east London has 
been jailed for two years for 
attempting to smuggle drugs into 
Thameside prison. 

Twenty-five-year-old Mohammed 
Hussain was sentenced to two 
years imprisonment at Woolwich 
Crown Court on October 8 after 
being found guilty of smuggling 
class A and B drugs into prison. 

Police were called to Thameside, 
a unit in HMP Belmarsh, in February 
by prison staff who had detained 
a visitor they believed was 
attempting to pass drugs to an 


inmate. 

Prison guards presented CCTV 
footage and 1 0 wraps of what was 
believed to be class A and B drugs. 
The man claimed that he had not 
brought the drugs in to the prison 
but was arrested by the officers 
and taken to a police station where 
he was questioned by detectives. 

After examining the CCTV 
footage and forensic examination 
of the drugs seized, Hussain was 
eventually charged on August 27 
with conveying cannabis, crack 
cocaine and heroin into prison. 


Despite pleading not guilty, 
Hussain was found guilty of the 
offence and sentenced earlier this 
month. 

DC Anna Brown, from Greenwich 
CID, who investigated the case 
said:"Attempting to smuggle drugs 
into prison is a serious offence 
and despite Hussain claiming he 
was innocent, the evidence clearly 
showed that he brought the drugs 
into Thameside HMP and tried to 
pass them to a prisoner when he 
was visiting. 

"Thanks to the quick actions of 


the prison guards in securing the 
drugs and suspect and also with 
their crucial statements and CCTV 
footage we were able to successfully 
prosecute Hussain and he will now 
be spending a considerable time 
behind bars himself." 

She added:"This should also send 
a clear message that bringing drugs 
into prison will not be tolerated. 
We will continue to work closely 
with HMP Thameside and anyone 
found doing similar can expect to 
be dealt with in the same robust 
manner."

SCOOBY-DOO's green Mystery Machine has been 
seized by Greenwich police. 

Not the real one from the cartoon favourite's 
1 970s television show, of course, but a brightly- 
painted replica. 

It was pulled over in Woolwich Road as one of 21 
uninsured vehicles in a police operation called 
Cubo, part of a London-wide scheme targeting 
criminals driving. 

Officers, safer neighbourhoods teams and 
response teams across the borough set up stop 
sites in Westhorne Avenue, Shooters Hill Road, 
Plumstead Road, Kidbrooke Park Road, Western 
Way and Eltham High Street. 

They used automatic number plate technology 
(ANPR) to identify vehicles. Four people were 
arrested for driving offences. Three were arrested 
for possession with intent to supply drugs. 

Computer scam 

CON-ARTISTS are targeting homes and firms in 
the borough with a computer scam. 

They phone up, claiming to be Microsoft 
engineers offering to fix a fault on the user's 
system for £84.95. Then they ask for remote 
access to the computer. 

The borough's Trading Standards team says 
genuine computer firms do not make such cold 
calls - and faults almost certainly do not exist. 
Victims who pay via credit card have better 
protection, as credit card firms have a financial 
responsibility to help those who are scammed. 

If given access, the scammers can load malicious, 
damaging software on to the victim's computer. 
Trading Standards says people should never give 
out personal information such as PIN numbers 
and bank details, as scammers could use this to 
access their bank accounts.

Money House helps make 
youngsters cash savvy 

YOUNG people are 
learning how to become 
more savvy with money 
via a new project. 

The Money House helps 
16 to 24-year-olds learn 
skills to cope better with 
their finances so they 
can live on their won 
successfully. 

The project is part 
of the royal borough’s 
wider strategy to tackle 
poverty. 

It is being targeted at 
young people leaving care 
or supported housing as 
well as existing social 
housing tenants. 

The training takes place 
in a non-residential flat in 
Greenwich, which is fitted 
out like television’s Big 
Brother house, complete 
with ‘Diary Room’. 

Participants gave it the 
thumbs-up. Billy Davey, 

19, from Greenwich, said: 

“I was living in temporary 
accommodation and 
struggling to pay my debts, 
including rent and council 
tax arrears. 

“Before the course, I 
didn’t know what to do 
and I was burying my 
head in the sand. Now I’ve 
made arrangements with 
everyone I owe money to, 
and my debt is coming 
down. I really want to be 



involved in the project in 
the future in some way.” 

Billy is now on a work 
placement and settling 
into his new flat. 

Dayle Clark, 19, from 
Greenwich, wanted to live 
independently, but was 
held back by rent arrears 
and other debts. 

He said: “The course 
was booked so I could 
explore what I could do 
about it. I learnt things I 
didn’t expect to, like TV 
licensing. I was getting 
letters asking for money, 
but I found out I didn’t 
need a licence because of 
the way I used my TV. 

“It made me confident 
enough to call them and 
explain why they were 
wrong and now they’ve 
stopped sending me those 
red letters. 

“I feel more confident 
dealing with debt and 
knowing my rights now.” 

The £1 million project 


is part of the BIG Lottery 
Fund’s improving financial 
confidence programme. It 
is being led by the Hyde 
Group, and delivered 
in partnership with the 
royal borough, Greenwich 
Citizens Advice Bureau, 
the YMCA, Money Advice 
and MyBnk and YMCA, 
will last for four years. 

After paying a visit, 
Greenwich and Woolwich 
MP Nick Raynsford said: “I 
am immensely impressed 
with commitment and 
professionalism of those 
who deliver The Money 
House programme, 

and their ability to 
communicate information 
about budgeting and 
finances to young people. 
It’s an excellent scheme 
which I’m sure will make a 
big difference.”

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Lanterns' star turn

THEY have been seen in the 
background of Hollywood 
blockbusters such as Pirates of the 
Caribbean and The Duchess. 

But now the Victorian lanterns at the 
Old Royal Naval College are to be the ones 
receiving the star treatment. 

They are to be given a makeover by the 
Greenwich Foundation, which hopes the 
public can help raise the £228,000 needed. 

The Sir Christopher Wren building has 
72 Victorian lanterns dotted around its 
site, but they haven’t seen any attention 
since 1950, when an electronic light was 
installed in them. 

Work finished on the first six this week, 
but restoring each one costs £4,000. 

Brendan McCarthy, chief executive of 
the Greenwich Foundation said: “The 
lanterns are a key feature of the Old Royal 
Naval College that have been somewhat 
neglected. 

“The black and gold paint is peeling, 
original glass is missing and has been 
replaced with Perspex and some of them 
were found to have birds nests inside 
them.” 

Nigel Woodford, a London-based 
conservator, specialising in historic 
structures, has been tasked with bringing 
the lanterns back to life. 

He said: “What the ordinary eye might 
not notice is that each lantern is either 
a different shape, size or style, they 
were not made by a single craftsmen but 
instead at different times by different 
people between the 1840s and 50s. 

“There are rumours that some might 
have even been taken from ships.” 

Work on the lanterns is being carried 
out in the old smithy shed, where Nigel 
is repainting and gilding the first six 
lanterns taken from the site’s Dolphin 
Fountains. A delicate crown of sails 


that graces the top of the lanterns is a 
prominent feature and has been gilded 
with thin sheets of gold. 

Nigel told GT: “The first six have just 
come back from Nottingham where they 
were with the Stained Glass specialists 
who had the task of remoulding and 
sculpting different sized glass pains for 
each space on the lanterns. 

“They are all different, which makes it 
very tricky and time consuming. Now I 
am doing the fun part and gilding the tops 
with 23 carrot gold.” 

Nigel worked in the film industry for 20 
years, where he made props and sets for 
television programmes and films that 
include The Crystal Maze and Simon 
Pegg’s Run Fat Boy Run. 


Since, Nigel has been working in 
restoration and conservation and has 
been involved in some of the capital’s 
biggest projects including work on The 
House of Lords and the Old Royal Naval 
College. 

“The work is rewarding, you are 
handling beautiful things that are over 
one hundred years old and you have to 
take your time and concentrate to avoid 
accidents that could damage them,” Nigel 
added. 

The Greenwich Foundation, which is 
doing the fundraising, hopes members of 
the public or organisations will sponsor 
restoration of one or more lanterns.

"GOOD Things' come to those who wait, goes 
the saying, and we can't wait for the Alexandra 
Players' next production.

A NEW exhibition 
dedicated to the life and 
times of Admiral Lord 
Nelson was due to open 
yesterday (October 21) to 
coincide with Trafalgar Day after his 
most famous victory. 

Called ‘Nelson, Navy, Nation, The 
story of the Royal Navy and the British 
people, 1688-1815,’ it’s a permanent 
gallery been created by the National 
Maritime Museum in honour of 
Britain’s greatest naval hero. 

From bustling dockyards to ferocious 
sea battles, the gallery brings to life the 
tumultuous 18th century, exploring 
how the Royal Navy shaped everyday 
lives as it became a central part of 
society and turned sea-faring heroes 
into national celebrities. 

Journeying from the Glorious 
Revolution of 1688 to the defeat of 
Napoleon in 1815, Nelson, Navy, Nation 
brings together over 250 poignant 
objects from the museum’s collections - 
from the sailor’s shoes worn to impress 
on shore leave and love tokens sent 
to sweethearts, to a fiendish seven- 
barrelled volley gun and an amputation 
knife and bullet forceps.

time. We’ve only been going since January 
last year, so it’s a great achievement to 
receive this.” 

Greenwich Leisure Limited, the borough 
council’s leisure services partner, 
invited the Royals to run a gymnastics 
programme at Thomas Tallis School, 
where sports facilities had been enhanced 
and devised for community use as part of 
the borough’s commitment to provide a 
lasting legacy after the London Olympics. 

“They were running a general 
programme for an hour a week,” said 
Kaylie. “I went to look at the space and 
offered to do a club at elite level.” 

Overall, her 30-odd coaches cater for 
about 600 gymnasts, from the grass roots 
people who do the activity for an hour 
a week to the 200 squad members who 
train several times, come from a wide 
area including areas such as Dartford and 
Gravesend and enter competitions all 
over the country. 

Kaylie said: “We’ve gone from a brand 
new club with no members to full 
capacity very quickly. The club, from 
the lowest levels, are all run well and we 
don’t overfill. We try to make sure there 
is quality, not quantity.” 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for sport, congratulated 
the club, saying: “We are delighted that 
Greenwich Royals have grown so quickly 
and enjoyed such phenomenal success. 

“This shows that our policy of creating 


a legacy from the London Olympics, 
by enhancing school facilities to make 
sporting venues open to the community, 
has had a real and immediate effect. 

“Maybe one day one of these girls will 
perform on the biggest international 
stage of all, at the Olympic Games.” 

The royals have won medals across a 
wide spectrum recently. 

In September, at the national Alpha 
Factor Championships, Harriet Knight 
won silver in the level five 9-10 years 
competition. She also won most beautiful 
floor routine. Esther Bell finished sixth. 

In the 11 plus age category Temi 
Abodunrin won bronze and Sophie 
Greaves was fifth. At level four 10-11 
years, Louise D’Arcy was fifth, as was 
Eran Thomas in the 12+ section. 

At level three, Catherine won overall 
and also won a special award for beautiful 
work on the bars. At level two, Francesca 
also took overall gold, ahead of team-mate 
Chloe West who took silver. Greenwich 
took team champion honours courtesy of 
the scores from all the gymnasts over the 
whole weekend being added together. 

At the Deal invitational, Isabelle Ings 
became overall champion for competitors 
born in 2007. Training partner Darcy 
Butler took bronze. 

At the grade 14 competition for seven 
year olds, Amelie Attwood became 
champion, with Amelia Knight winning 
bronze. In the 9-10 years age group, 
Harriet Knight won gold, Esther Bell 
silver and Summer Hayes-Scott bronze.
